There  were  1790  sporting  licenses  issued  including  306  of  miscel- 
laneous nature  such  as  free  licenses  to  servicemen,  to  recipients  of  old 
age  assistance  and  to  those  who  do  not  have  to  pay  for  licenses,  reach- 
ing 70  years  in  age.  There  were  636  fishing  licenses  issued,  340  for  hunt- 
ing and  298  combination  (fishing  and  hunting  licenses)  also  210  li- 
censes for  females  or  minors  (15-18  years)  and  some  for  non-resident 
sportsmen. 

There  were  1195  male  dog  licenses  issued,  213  female  and  440  for 
spayed  females.  In  the  18  kennel  licenses  issued  were  many  of  the  $10 
(four  dog)  variety.  The  peak  of  the  dog  business  was  reached  in  March 
and  April  when  $3285  was  taken  in  from  that  source.  None  of  the 
money  taken  in  for  sport  or  dog  licenses  is  retained  in  the  clerk’s  de- 
partment. The  city  receives  .20  for  each  dog  license  issued  and  .25  for 
each  sporting  license.  The  balance  goes  to  the  county  and  state,  re- 
spectively. The  work  of  the  City  Clerk’s  office  has  been  conducted  by 
the  City  Clerk  and  one  assistant  and  during  the  dog  and  fishing  li- 
cense season  (March  and  April)  the  Office  was  open  each  Wednesday 
night  until  9 p.  m.,  for  convenience  of  those  employed  daytimes.  The 
clerk  spent  one  evening  in  South  Attleboro  to  accommodate  dog  owners 
of  that  section.

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The  work  of  the  department,  in  the  statistical  department  has 
been  on  a constant  increase.  The  return  of  service  mien  with  a demand 
for  certified  copies  of  records  for  benefits,  etc.,  has  created  demands 
that  have  been  cheerfully  met. 

Receipts  for  licenses  and  fees  during  1945  were  divided  as  follows; 
For  motor  sales  licenses,  $63;  for  hackney,  hackney  'drivers  and  ex- 
press $80;  auctioneers  $10;  second  hand  and  junk  $200;  theaters 
$185;  signs1  $87;  gas  and  ammunition  registration  $64;  revolver  per- 
mits $126.50;  miscel.,  $3.60;  common  victuallers  and  lodging  houses 
$66.50;  Recording  mortgages,  discharges  etc.,  $340.68;  for  certified 
copies  $166.30;  Sunday  licenses  $210;  marriages  $346;  amusements 
$137.25.

399.

The  City  of  Attleboro  did  a $1,633,510  cash  business  in  1945,  and 
had  $292,914  cash  on  hand  on  Jan.  1,  1946,  the  annual  report  of  City 
Treasurer  William  Marshall  indicated. 

Receipts  came  from  many  sources,  with  faxes  leading.  There 
was  $285,015  in  cash  on  hand  when  the  year  opened.  Taxes  yielded 
$1,131,555,  including  $802,600  from  property;  $10,696  from  polls; 
$21,866  from  motor  vehicles;  $136,410  from  the  state  corporations  tax 
and  $105,239  from  state  income  tax;  $50,434  paid  on  property  taxes 
of  previous  years  and  $3,792  from  tax  title  property. 

Licenses  yielded  $15,510  with  the  liquor  grants  totaling  $9,055  and 
dog  licenses  $4,175.  Revenue  from  court  actions  totalled  $2,013.  The 
state  paid  $30,818  from  highway  funds  and  provided  $8,313  as  an  aid 
zo  the  industrial  school.  Federal  money  received  totalled  $79,368,  which 
came  through  the  state  for  old  age  and  aid  to  dependent  children  ac- 
counts. 

Money  from  individuals  included  $500  for  Hayward  field  mainte- 
nance (H.  E.  Sweet).  There  was  income  of  $700  for  Capron  park  from 
the  Capron  fund  and  $75  from  the  Margaret  Spangler  Trust  fund  be- 
cause a horse  by  that  name,  owned  by  the  late  Oscar  Wolfenden  won 
the  $25,000  American  Pacing  Derby  20  years  ago.  Mr.  Wolfenden  gave 
$5,000  of  the  winnings  to  establish  the  fund. 

Special  assessments,  sidewalk  installations,  yielded  $6,033  and 
sewer  installations,  $511. 

Individuals  who  had  received  public  aid  from  the  city  turned  back 
a total  of  $1,009  during  the  year.  The  state  sent  $8,126  to  aid  de- 
pendent children  and  $83,473  for  the  Old  Age  pension  accounts.  Other 
cities  and  towns  paid  the  city  $1,317  for  taking  care  of  people  who 
live  here  but  had  come  from  other  places. 

The  state  paid  $1,299  for  tuition  of  children  who  are  wards  of  the 
state  here.  The  public  library  took  in  $781.79  in  fines  and  rentals  costs. 
The  state  meals  tax  yielded  $5,210  to  the  city.  Rents  of  public  prop- 
erties brought  the  city  $1,328  and  sale  of  city  property  netted  $4,015. 

The  revenue  from  sale  of  water  by  the  city  was  the  highest  ever, 
yielding  $139,009.76  which  included  $2,188.74  for  pipes  and  labor  of  in- 
stalling them  in  service  connections. 

As  of  Jan.  1 the  city  had  a borrowing  capacity  of  $598,249,  mean- 
ing that  the  state  would  approve  of  the  city  issuing  bonds1  for  that 
amount,  if  need  be,  to  finance  public  improvements. 

The  gross  city  debt  on  Jan.  1,  1946,  was  $204,500,  the  city  having 
paid  off  $39,000  of  its  debt  last  year.  The  city  owes  $16,000  on  the  He- 
bronville  schoolhouse  (Finberg  school).  It  owes  $18,000  on  money  bor- 
rowed in  1938  to  ease  the  depression  load  on  the  welfare  department. 
Largest  debt  is  the  $125,000  owed  on  the  Willett  school.  Next  largest 
is  $43,500  owed  on  the  high  school  addition.  And  there’s  $2,000  owed 
on  money  raised  to  buy  surplus  commodity  stamps  in  1941. 

Under  the  schedule  the  city  will  pay  $35,000  on  its  debt  principal 
and  $2,951  in  interest  this  year. 

As  a nest  egg  the  city  has  $300,000  in  war  bonds  purchased  during 
the  past  few  years  and  it  received  $5,434  in  interest  on  them  last  year.

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Municipal  Council 
of  the  City  of  Attleboro: 

During  the  calendar  year  1945  the  Zoning  Board  of  Appeal  held 
15  regular  and  14  special  meetings.  It  considered  and  disposed  of  40 
applications  and  appeals,  of  which  32  were  granted  in  whole  or  in 
part,  6 denied  and  2 withdrawn  after  public  hearing.  Written  decisions 
were  prepared  and  filed  in  38  cases. 

The  record  of  the  Board  with  respect  to  the  number  of  applications 
and  appeals  filed  and  the  disposition  thereof  during  the  calendar 
years  1943,  1944  and  1945  is,  as  follows:

The  Board  again  calls  attention  to  the  laxity  in  the  enforcement 
of  the  Building  and  Zoning  Ordinances.  Without  proper  enforcement 
the  law  not  only  will  not  be  respected  but  it  will  fail  to  accomplish 
its  intended  purpose.  In  the  opinion  of  the  Board  a full  time  Building 
Inspector  is  needed  who  will  devote  some  portion  of  his  time  to  the 
matter  of  enforcement. 

Moreover,  the  Board  has  reason  to  believe  that  its  work  will  soon 
increase  to  the  point  where  a full-time  clerk  will  be  required.  The 
clerk  answers  inquiries;  assists  applicants  in  preparing  and  filing  their 
appeals;  prepares  the  newspaper  advertisements;  mails  notices  to 
abutters;  makes  map  tracings  from  the  assessors’  records;  attends  all 
meetings  of  the  Board;  takes  stenographic  notes  at  hearings  ; assists  in 
the  preparation  of  decisions;  makes  required  copies  of  decisions;  and 
keeps  the  records  of  the  Board.  She  also  is  the  custodian  of  the  rec- 
ords and  maps  of  the  Board  but  lack  of  adequate  office  space  pre- 
vents the  proper  display  of  these  important  maps.  The  public  should 
be  entitled  to  see  and  examine  them  at  all  times.  However,  this  con- 
venience is  impossible  under  the  present  conditions. 

The  Board  is  grateful  to  Superintendent  of  Public  Works,  Robert 
W.  Mawney,  and  his  staff  for  the  use  of  their  office  facilities.

Crime  Conditions 

The  most  serious  crime  committed  in  Attleboro  during  1945  was 
the  kidnapping  of  one  Joseph  Poirrier,  34  Bacon  Street,  Plainville, 
Mass.,  on  December  14,  1945  at  11:20  P.  M.  in  So.  Attleboro  by  two 
unknown  men  and  'transporting  him  across;  the  State  line  into;  Paw- 
tucket, R.  I.,  where  he  was  Shot  (in  the  leg  while  trying  to  break  away. 
This  crime  was  promptly  reported  to  the  Federal  Bureau  of  Investiga- 
tion and1  is  still  under  investigation  by  the  F.B.I.  Pawtucket  Police 
and  our  -own  department.  There  were  many  other  crimes  committed 
in;  Attleboro  all  of  which  (are  listed  on  another  page  o»f  this  report. 
There  were  1362  -complaints  investigated,  821  of  (these  were  settled  by 
the  officers  Who  made  the  investigation  without  Court  action,  and  541 
were  -prosecuted  in  the  Fourth  District  Court  .

This  report  will  show  a decrease  in  the  number  of  deaths  resulting 
from  Automobile  accidents  from  6 in  1944  to  4 in  1945.  There  were

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Municipal  Council 
and  to  the  Trustees  of  the  Attleborough  Hospital : 

In  our  33rd  year  of  operation  we  had  the  largest  total  of  patients 
we  have  ever  cared  for.  Although  the  house  patients,  formally  admitted, 
were  21  less  than  last  year,  all  the  services  totalled  7220  as  compared 
with  6814  in  1944 — with  maternity  cases  continuing  the  increasing 
trend  of  the  past  few  years,  1624  mothers  and  babies  in  1945,  1563  in 
1944. 

Disbursements  for  operating  the  hospital  during  1945  exceeded 
receipts  by  $6,383.82.  Since  the  surplus  balance  at  the  close  of  1944 
was  $4,065.24,  the  general  fund  shows  an  operating  deficit  of  $2,318.58 
on  December  31,  1945. 

The  disbursements  for  1945  do  not  reflect  the  major  and  extensive 
task  of  repairing  and  repainting,  long  deferred  because  of  the  war, 
and  started  the  latter  part  of  'the  year.  After  its  completion  we  expect 
to  have  a hospital  much  improved  in  appearance,  both  interior  and 
exterior,  and  hope  to  be  in  a position  henceforth  to  brighten  things 
up  periodically  and  thus  escape  the  shabbiness  that  has  been  inevitable 
when  we  could  not  get  this  work  done  during  the  war  period. 

Because  of  the  campaign  last  summer  for  funds  to  modernize  the 
Y.M.C.A.  we  did  not  make  any  canvas  last  fall  of  local  industrial  con- 
cerns as  has  been  our  custom  since  1942,  and  yet  we  continue  to  re- 
ceive oontributiorus  from  local  concerns  as  well  as  from  some  in  the 
outside  area  to  whom  we  have  reported  the  status  of  our  plant  addi- 
tion account  and  expressed  our  appreciation  of  the  generous  support 
we  have  received  from  industrial  concerns  in  the  surrounding  towns. 
A total  of  $23,169.08  was  contributed  to  our  capital  funds  in  the  past 
year. 

Gwendolyn  G.  Rice  and  Katherine  V.  Lloyd,  who  have  directed  this 
hospital  since  it  opened  in  1913,  are  retiring  for  a well  earned  rest. 
These  two  capable,  conscientious  women  have  served  Sturdy  Hospital 
with  loyalty  and  devotion  for  a third  of  a century  and  richly  deserve  the 
pension  which  they  are  to  receive  from  this  hospital.  Miss  Rice  leaves 
next  month.  Miss  Lloyd  has  already  gone  for  a visit  to  her  former 
home  in  England.  Both  of  them  merit  our  deep  gratitude  and  best 
wishes  for  prolonged  years  of  restful  retirement. 

Albert  O.  Davidsen,  with  a background  of  experience  in  hospital 
administration  and  more  recently  superintendent  of  the  Downtown 
Hospital  in  New  York  City,  comes  to  us  the  first  of  February  as  director 
of  all  our  increasing  activities.  His  responsibilities  will  be  varied  and 
extensive  as  befit  the  efficient  conduct  of  a modern  hospital.  Mr. 
Davidsen,  his  wife  and  son,  will  occupy  the  home  of  our  late  friend 
and  associate,  Joseph  Finberg,  which  we  are  acquiring  from  his  estate. 

Many  hospitals  have  had  to  restrict  their  services,  closing  up  some 
departments  for  the  time  being.  Thus  far  we  have  managed  to  keep 
going,  but  continued  demands  for  accommodations  make  more  help 
vitally  necessary.  The  assistance  of  the  Nurses’  Aides  has  been  very 
helpful  and  much  appreciated,  but  several  more  would  be  most  useful. 
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particularly  if  we  could  have  a group  who  would  accept  regular  assign- 
ments for  a short  period  each  week. 

The  continued  cheerful  acceptance  of  increased  responsibilities  on 
the  part  of  our  reduced  group  of  doctors,  nurses  and  service  staff  has 
enabled  us  to  maintain  effective  conduct  of  the  hospital  under  very  dif- 
ficult conditions  and  we  acknowledge  with  especial  gratitude  all  the 
services  which  have  contributed  to  this  end  and  which  have  been  per- 
formed not  only  by  our  regular  staff  but  by  numerous  individuals  and 
organizations. 

Attached  to  this  report  is  a summary  of  the  amounts  expended

The  Recreation  Commission  through  its  Chairman  Thomas  H. 
Moore  herewith  submits  its  report  for  the  year  1945. 

HAYWARD  FIELD 

This  field  was  used  for  baseball  games  by  both  the  St.  Mary’s  of 
Hebronville  and  the  American  Legion  Juniors  during  the  1945  season. 
The  High  School  football  team  utilized  the  field  for  its  1945  schedule 
of  heme  games. 

The  new  football  field  was  leveled  and  reseeded  under  the  super- 
vision of  Torn  Moore  and  made  ready  for  use  in  1946. 

The  football  area  will  run  across  the  lower  end  of  the  baseball 
field  facing  the  new  bleachers.  This  will  eliminate  playing  across  the 
diamond. 

All  windows  and  sashes  were  repaired  and  repainted  in  the  shower 
rooms  and  storm  blinds  were  installed  to  keep  the  glass  from  being 
broken  during  the  winter  months. 

HORTON  FIELD 

All  playground  equipment  was  installed  and  repainted.  The  bleach- 
ers at  this  field  were  also  given  a coat  of  gray  paint. 

DODGEVILLE 

The  Dodgeville  playground  equipment  was  all  repainted  and  in- 
stalled. 

BRIGGS  PLAYGROUND 

This  playground  proved  to  be  the  big  attraction  of  them  all  for 
this  season.  Children  from  all  sections  of  the  city  utilized  the  facilities 
there. 

The  lawns,  shrubs  and  walks  were  all  placed  in  good  condition  and 
made  ready  for  an  early  opening. 

The  swimming  pool  was  repaired  and  all  the  old  caulking  was 
removed  and  replaced  by  new  material. 

All  playground  equipment,  benches,  inside  of  the  bath  house, 
swimming  pool  and  wading  pool  were  all  repainted  and  repaired  mak- 
ing the  playground  a bright  spot  for  all  the  children  using  it. 

The  swimming  pool  and  wading  pool  painted  in  bright  green  colors 
was  the  strong  attraction  during  the  summer  seeing  as  many  as  400 
children  on  peak  days. 

During  the  season  the  children  were  given  swimming  lessons  and 
the  supervision  sponsored  two  events  which  proved  a huge  success: 
The  Annual  water  carnival  was  held  at  the  pool  and  the  new  field  day 
at  the  Speedway  which  included  all  types  of  racing  and  games.  On 
the  same  day  a doll  carriage  parade  was  held. 

The  Briggs  playground  baseball  team  was  organized  under  the 
leadership  of  Richard  Tip  O’Neill.  This  team  won  the  playground 
championship  and  also  made  several  trips  to  out  of  town  playgrounds. 
The  tennis  courts  were  made  ready  and  opened  to  the  public  for  the 
summer. 

All  windows  in  the  bath  house  were  covered  with  storm  blinds. 

The  playground  was  under  the  direct  supervision  of  John  Silvia 
assisted  by  Richard  Tip  O’Neill,  Virginia  Lee  and  Juilletta  Newman.

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  the  Municipal  Council 
Attleboro,  Massachusetts : 

Gentlemen: 

Your  City  Solicitor  took  office  February  1945. 

The  legal  docket  of  cases  pending  against  the  city  have  all  been 
cleared  and  there  are  at  this  time  no  cases  in  the  courts  against  the 
City  of  Attleboro. 

The  amount  of  opinions  requested  by  the  Mayor  and  the  Council, 
as  well  as  heads  of  the  various  departments,  during  the  year  -were 
numerous.  There  were  also  a great  number  of  consultations  with  the 
boards  and  heads  of  departments. 

Duties  performed  by  your  City  Solicitor  were  so  varied  during  the 
year  that  to  enumerate  would  be  impracticable.  I have  sat  in  at  a 
great  number  of  the  various  board  meetings,  particularly  that  of  the 
Appeal  Board.  Many  Ordinances  were  altered  and  some  completely  re- 
written. 

The  Office  of  City  Solicitor  being  permanent  and  the  holder  thereof 
transitory,  I would  suggest  that  records  be  kept  in  one  file  of  all  legal 
transactions  concerning  the  city  business.  Not  only  would  this  be  of 
assistance  to  the  attorney  taking  over  the  office  but  all  records  would 
be  readily  available  when  required  by  the  Mayor,  the  Council  and  de- 
partment heads.  With  this  in  view,  I have  commenced  a new  filing 
and  indexing  system. 

In  closing  this  brief  report,  I am  pleased  to  state  that  it  has  been 
a distinct  pleasure  to  -work  with  all  connected  with  the  city  govern- 
ment.

Report  of  the  Health  Department

F.  L.  Girouard,  M.D.,  health  officer,  in  his  annual  report  for 
1945,  sees  as  future  'needs  to  protect  the  health  of  the  citizens,  a per- 
manent rodent  control  program,  a new  city  dumping  site,  rubbish  col- 
lection, a comfort  station  and  the  extension  of  a sanitary  -sewage 
system.  Dr.  Girouard  reported  544  as  the  total  number  of  treatments 
given  at  the  annual  diphtheria  prevention  clinic.  In  reporting  on  com- 
municable diseases  he  said,  “Anterior  poliomyelitis,  chicken  pox,  dy- 
sentery, German  measles,  measles,  mumps,  scarlet  fever,  typhoid  fever 
and  Undulant  fever  showed  a lower  incidence  than  the  10 -year  average. 
For  the  sixth  successive  year  no  cases  of  Undulant  fever  were  reported, 
and  for  the  eighth  successive  year  no  cases  of  diphtheria  were  reported. 
Meningitis,  whooping  cough  and  tuberculosis  showed  a higher  inci- 
dence than  the  10 -year  average.”  Of  the  deaths  the  health  office  said 
that  only  nine  died  of  a reportable  disease  'during  the  year.  Tuberculosis 
claimed  5,  lobar  pneumonia  2 and  Meningitis,  2.  The  total  number  of 
deaths  in  the  city  from  all  causes  in  1945  was  325. 

Robert  C.  Ferriello,  B.S.,  milk  inspector,  bacteriologist  a :d  au- 
thorized agent,  reported  that  during  his  inspections  and  investigations 
in  1945  that  approximately  900  pounds  of  food  were  condemned  during 
1342  inspections  and  investigations  of  farms',  dealers  and  produce 
dealers,  ice  cream'  plants,  eating  and  drinking  establishments,  milk  and 
food  wagons,  'nuisances,  etc.  The  milk  inspector  reported  there  were 
133  milk  licenses  in  the  city  and  28  pasteurization  plants,  wh'le  the 
number  of  quarts  of  pasteurized  milk  consumed  in  Attleboro  p r day, 
as  of  July  1,  1945,  was  11,610.  A total  of  242  licenses  and  permits  were 
issued  by  his  office  and  the  statistical  report  shows  various1  types  of 
chemical  and  bacteriological  analysises  made  of  milk,  milk  drinks, 
private  water  samples,  ice  cream,  swimming  pool  water,  etc. 

The  report  of  the  health  nurse,  Lois  E.  Wilmarth,  R.N.,  showed  a 
total  of  2143  visits  during  the  year.  She  reported  that  23  Attleboro'  per- 
sons received  'treatment  and  care1  as  tuberculosis  patients  at  Bristol 
County  hospital  during  the  year  1945.  Fourteen  new  cases  of  active 
tuberculosis  were  reported  and  all  were  hospitalized  but  one.  The 
health  nurse  devoted  assistance  to  the  diphtheria  prevention  clinic 
and  contacted  persons  reported  to  have  had  infantile  paralysis  during 
the  past  10  years  in  behalf  of  the  Infantile  Paralysis  Foundation.  As 
school  nurse  for  St.  Joseph’s  Parochial  school,  weekly  visits  were 
made  in  the  interest  of  infectious  disease  control  and  general  health 
conditions  of  the  pupils  . 

W.  E.  Turner,  D.D.S.  and  Prances  L.  Macartney,  D.H.,  reported 
on  the  dental  clinic  for  1945.  Five  hundred  and  fifty  four  patients  were 
seen  in  111  operating  days;  1167  fillings  were  made,  209  extractions, 
93  cleanings,  14  treatments,  9 examinations  and  201  dismissals.  The 
dental  hygienist  reported  114  school  visits,  202  classroom  talks,  1225 
inspections  and  14  cleanings.  Among  other  activities  was  the  distribu- 
tion of  nine  gross  of  toothbrushes  in  lower  grades  at  cost  (6c  each.) 

Plumbing  Inspector  James  F.  Forrest  reported  95  permits  issued 
during  the  year  1945. 

Frederick  L.  Briggs,  D.V.M.,  inspector  of  animals  and  inspector 
of  slaughtering,  reported  a complete  inspection  of  all  cattle  and  the 
premises  in'  which  they  were  stabled.  He  reported  finding  no  tuberculo- 
sis in  cattle  and  no  cases  of  rabies  having  been  present  in  the  city  for 
the  past  year.

To  the  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  Municipal  Council: 

Your  Committee  on  Airport  Development  held  two  meetings  this 
year  and  meantime  accumulated  a considerable  quantity  of  informa- 
tion about  airfields. 

It  was  felt,  as  experts  advised,  that  the  city  should  make  haste 
slowly  and  allow  the  federal  and  state  governments  to  set  up  their 
policies  before  attempting  to  determine  just  what  we  would  do  or 
what  the  city  should  spend. 


Many  thousands  of  dollars  have  been  wasted  throughout  the  coun- 
try on  airfields  which  were  started  and  not  completed  and  it  was  not 
desired  to  add  Attleboro  to  the  list.  Located  as  we  are  within  a few 
air  miles  of  Hillsgrove,  it  did  not  seem  that  we  would  be  able  to  secure 
many  stops  of  the  big  passenger  liners  but  would  have  to  rely  on 
pick-ups  done  by  auxiliary  lines. 

The  nature  of  Attleboro’s  products  is  such  as  to  forecast  a liberal 
use  of  air  express  with  resulting  benefit  to  the  industry  and  its  workers 
and  we  are  most  interested  in  seeing  this  worked  out. 

To  make  progress  toward  this  end,  the  City  Council  has  wisely, 
in  our  opinion,  approved  a joint  airport  committee  for  a district  to  be 
set  up  with  North  Attleboro  and  perhaps  other  towns.  There  is  no  law 
yet  allowing  appropriations  for  such  joint  enterprises  and  so  we  must 
await  the  action  of  congress  and  the  legislature. 

The  committee  welcomes  the  addition  of  Eliza  Sicard  and  Ernest 
LaCroix  as  members  of  this  group,  both  veteran  fliers. 

May  we  also  express  our  thanks  for  hearty  co-operation  given  us 
by  the  Mayor,  members  of  the  Council  and  state  house  officials.

From  the  budget  you  have  no  doubt  noticed  that  the  salary  budget 
is  extremely  low.  For  some  time  the  pay  of  the  library  workers  has 
been  below  that  paid  for  comparable  work  in  both  private  and  public 
interests,  and  I am  sure  that  you  will  agree  that  increases  must  be 
taken  into  consideration.  The  loyalty  and  untiring  work  of  the  staff 
has  been  greatly  apreciated  by  the  Trustees  and  I am  sure  from  the 
public  ait  large. 

We  are  desperately  in  need  of  more  Stack  space  and  work  room 
facilities,  so  we  are  very  much  in  hopes  that  the  Post  War  plans  for 
the  library  extension  may  be  carried  through  at  the  earliest  possible 
time,  conducive  to  building  requirements.

What  kind  of  books  do  people  read?  And  why? 

People  read  for  information  and  for  recreation;  the  two  are  fre- 
quently indistinguishable.  Reading  interests  and  tastes  vary  from  year 
to  year.  The  years  1939-1944  stressed  technical  and  how -to-do  books, 
while  music  and  design  and  the  fine  arts  in  general  were  less  in  de- 
mand. Books  on  philosophy  and  religion  are  interesting  greater  num- 
bers of  people.  Biography  is  just  beginning  to  creep  up  again  to  its 
popularity  of  1939-1942,  and  the  circulation  of  current  periodicals  is 
also  increasing.  For  the  past  ten  years,  non-fiction  has  averaged 
31.36%  of  the  total  number  of  books  read.

Needs  and  Plans 

The  most  immediate  need  is  for  increased  space  for  book  stacks 
and  work  room.  The  present  quarters  not  only  prevent  proper  housing 
of  book  collection  but  the  total  lack  of  properly  planned  work  space 
results1  in  ever-increasing  delay  in  locating  material,  in  the  processing 
of  new  books,  and  considerable  (and  justifiable)  vexation  on  the  part 
of  the  public.  The  provision  of  additional  stack  space,  and  some  re- 
modeling for  efficient  work  handling  are  must  items  to  eliminate  waste 
of  time,  energy,  and  damaged  book  stock.  A tentative  plan  with  pre- 
liminary sketches  has  been  prepared,  and  is  in  the  hands  of  the  City 
Planning  Board. 

Heating  and  Lighting 

An  extensive  overhauling  of  the  heating  plant  was  undertaken 
in  the  summer  of  1945.  By  means  of  careful  tracing  of  pipe  lines,  more 
equable  heating  of  the  building  has  resulted,  and  also  a saving  in  fuel. 
Units  planned  to  get  better  circulation  of  heat  and  to  eliminate  damp- 
ness in  the  Children’s  Room  have  not  yet  been  received.  Lighting  is 
still  a problem  as  the  present  fixtures  in  the  main  reading  rooms,  and 
in  the  Children’s  Room  iare  totally  inadequate. 

Improvement  and  extension  of  services. 

War  time  conditions  have  not  permitted  any  extension  of  library 
service.  Some  progress  has  been  made,  however,  in  the'  substitution  of 
improved  techniques  for  time-worn  processes  and  regulations.  There 
is  need  for  more  intensive  study  of  methods  and  for  up-to-date  de- 
velopments in  the  handling  of  informational  material. 

1.  Micro-filming  of  local  newspapers  for  future  preservation  of 

records. 

2.  Provision  for  storage  and  use1  of  maps,  charts,  atlases,  and 
pictures  of  folio  size. 

3.  Phonograph  record  collections:  and  record  player  for  use  chief- 
ly in  connection  with  work  with  children. 

Book  collection 

Each  year  more  and  more  volumes  become  worn  out,  and  in  the 
case  of  technical  and  scientific  books,  definitely  obsolete.  The  poor 
grade  of  paper  used  during  the  war  years  has  made  salvage  by  re- 
binding impossible.  Hence  the  book  stock  is  becoming  depleted  at  a 
greater  rate  than  it  can  be  maintained.  Increasing  appropriation  for 
books  is  needed  and  gifts  of  books  are  most  welcome.

Despite  the  various  campaigns  for  books  for  service  men,  many 
people  have  generously  presented  books  to  the  library. 

A special  children’s  gift  collection  which  for  many  years  has  pro- 
vided for  some  of  the  most  outstanding  books  for  boys  and  girls,  was 
used  this  year  for  books  for  the  youngest  readers. 

A former  resident  of  Attleboro  has  contributed  to  the  joy  of  chil- 
dren now  and  for  many  years  to  come  by  a gift  which  was  used  to 
purchase  display  cases  for  the  doll  collection  given  to  the  library  from 
the  estate  of  Florence  H.  Sweet. 

The  Staff 

Shortage  of  trained  personnel  has  been  a major  problem.  The 
problem  may  be  alleviated  by  a salary  budget  which  could  compete 
with  positions  in  business  and  industry.  High  school  girls  and  former 
staff  members  have  made  it  possible  to  clear  some  of  the  routine  tasks 
and  meet  desk  schedules,  but  vitally  important  work  on  the  book  col- 
lection and  planning  for  better  branch  service  has  been  too  long  de- 
layed. A study  of  qualifications  and  duties  is  advisable  for  better  clas- 
sifications of  positions  and  an  effort  should  be  made  to  bring  training 
and  personnel  standards  in  line  with  the  requirements  for  Certification 
by  the  Massachusetts  Library  Association. 

What  next? 

Although  recognizing  its  obligation  to  keep  the  community  better 
informed  of  the  services  available,  the  Attleboro  Public  Library  invites, 
and  urges,  people  to  investigate  more  closely,  for  themselves,  its  book 
stock  and  picture  files  and  catalogs. 

Tomorrow  will  demand  more  and  more  of  individuals  in  the  way 
of  knowledge.  The  library  can  furnish  some  of  the  tools,  as  well  as 
provide  much  of  refreshment  and  recreation  for  the  heart  and  mind.

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Report  of  the  Federal  Relief  Agent 


To  his  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Municipal  Council  : 

I hereby  submit  a complete  report  of  the  year’s  activities  as  the 
Federal  Relief  Agent  of  the  Mayor’s  Office. 

This  office,  through  ithe  cooperation  of  the  Draft  Board,  has  main- 
tained a complete  list  of  all  the  service  men  and  women  in  the  service 
of  their  country. 

This  list  has  helped  the  newspapers  from  time  to  time  to  publish 
a complete  list  of  all  the  men  and  women  in  the  service  in  the  f orm  of 
an  Honor  Roll. 

It  has  kept  an  (accurate  report  of  all  the  casualties  : died  in  service, 
missing  in  action,  Prisoners  of  War,  and  also  all  those  discharged  from 
the  service. 

This  office  had  Charge  of  arranging,  in  alphabetical  order,  all  the 
names  that  are  on  our  Honor  Roll. 

We  have  supervised  the  compiling  of  names,  ordering  and  dis- 
tribution of  all  the  plaques  that  were  given  every  man  and  women  in 
the  service. 

In  regards  to  the  Christmas  boxes,  this  office  has'  acknowledged 
the  receipt  of  about  1,500  letters  of  thanks  from  the  boys  and  girls  all 
over  the  world;  some  humourous  and  all  right  from  the  heartr. 

In  assisting  the  chairman  of  the  War  Chest  Hospitalization  Com- 
mittee, we  have  packed  one  hundred  or  more  boxes  to  be  sent  to  the 
local  boys  and  girls  who  have  returned  from  overseas  and  were  in 
different  hospitals  throughout  this  country. 

This  office  has  supervised  the  Hot  Lunch  and  Penny  Milk  Pro- 
grams which  are  arranged  on  a Federal  basis,  as.  planned  from  Wash- 
ington, in  conjunction  with  the  State  Community  School  Lunch  Pro- 
gram, F.D.A.  in  Public  Schools,  Department  of  Education — Department 
of  Public  Welfare. 

The  extent  of  this  program  here  is  indicated  by  the  total  of  66,317 
hot  lunches  that  have  been  served',  and  the  total  of  314,910  bottles  of 
milk  which  have  been  sold  to  the  school  children.  Two  schools  lead 
the  list  with  over  ninety  percent  of  the  children  participating. 

There  have  been  28  school  tours  made  .this  year  by  your  agent: 
each  tour  taking  in  'every  school. 

This  program,  being  of  major  (importance,  has,  according  to  the 
school  records,  helped  in  the  building  of  stronger  teeth  and  bodies  and 
also  'helped  reduce  absentees  from  school.

In  August  of  1942,  when  it  was  announced  that  a military  camp 
would  be  opened  at  Norton,  Mayor  McIntyre  called  together  a group 
of  citizens  representing  the  civic  organizations,  to  see  what  could  be 
done  to  prepare  for  the  influx  of  soldiers  from  the  camp.

Max  Markman,  of  Legion,  director  of  Recreational  Activities 
Abe.  Edelstein,  Rotary 
Arthur  Hazlett,  Y.M.C.A. 

Mrs.  William  A.  Blackburn,  U.S.O. 

William  Nemey,  citizen  chosen  to  be  the  president. 

From  this  group  officers  were  chosen  as  follows: 

William  Nerney,  Chairman 
Wilder  Moore,  Vice  Chairman 
Francis  O’Neil,  Treasurer 
Mrs.  Blackburn,  Secretary 

Mrs.  Blackburn  was  put  in  charge  of  the  building  and  Mrs.  Wor- 
man as  Co-Chairman  in  charge  of  Canteen. 

Mayor  McIntyre  through  the  County  Commissioners  and  Sheriff 
obtained  a building  from  the  county  farm  at  Briggs  Corner  for  $1. 
The  men  of  the  State  Guard  and  city  employees  divided  the  building, 
brought  it  up  to  the  Common  and  reassembled  it. 

Superintendent  John  Anderson  did  a fine  job  in  making  the 
grounds  attractive.  The  matter  of  furnishings  was  the  next  problem. 
The  members  of  the  B’Nai  Brith  offered  to  furnish  the  place.  Then- 
gif  t was  accepted. 

On  March  13,  1943  we  were  ready  and  several  officers  of  the  camp 
attended  our  official  opening. 

The  Servicemen’s  Center  proved  from  the  beginning  a very  pop- 
ular place  with  the  soldiers.  They  were  able  to  write  letters,  play  games, 
read,  talk  and  eat.  Everything  was  free  from  cigarettes  to  shaving 
equipment  and  shoe  polish. 

The  War  Chest  (after  the  Beano  Games  stopped)  stepped  in  to 
help  out  on  the  finances;  giving  us  $1250  a year,  which  took  care  of 
heating,  lighting,  telephone  and  janitor  service,  and  such  groceries 
we  had  to  buy. 
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In  April  of  1944,  Mrs.  Woman  resigned,  as  she  was  leaving  to 
make  her  home  in  Provincetown.  Mrs.  Bessie  Brown  of  Civilian  De- 
fense took  over,  with  Mrs.  Harriet  Woodworth  in  charge  of  the  Red 
Cross  Girls  of  the  Canteen.  The  food,  pies,  cakes,  cookies,  sandwiches 
and  other  good  things  to  eat,  were  donated  by  Church  classes  from 
the  Methodist,  Baptist,  Congregational,  both  Swedish  churches,  and 
the  Advent  Church.  Also  some  very  civic  minded  ladies  from  South 
Attleboro,  Mansfield,  and  Attleboro. 

Bruce  and  Lindstrom  was  most  generous  in  supplying  the  coffee 
we  used.  Also  the  Emblem  Club  in  supplying  canned  milk.  In  January 
1945,  Mayor  McIntyre,  having  finished  his  terns  in  office,  Mayor  O’Neil 
took  over,  and  appointed  Felix  Desmarais  as  Treasurer. 

The  girls  behind  the  lunch  bar  did  a fine  job  in  keeping  the  boys 
well  fed.  The  entertainment  end  of  the  building,  under  the  direction 
of  Mrs.  Blackburn  was  well  taken  care  of  by  clubs  that  had  been 
formed,  namely;  the  Fisepa  Girls,  Junior  War  Service  Volunteers, 
Gilbert  Perry  Auxiliary,  American  Legion  Aux.,  Daughters  of  Isabella, 
Womans’  Relief  Corp.,  Jewish  Sisterhood,  and  the  World  War  No.  2 
Mothers  Club.  Mrs.  Louise  Fitton  of  the  last  named  club  being  House 
Mother.  On  March  of  1945  we  were  shocked  and  saddened  by  the 
sudden  passing  of  Ma  Fitton  as  she  was  affectionately  known  by 
thousands  of  boys  visiting  us. 

Mrs.  Minnie  White  was  appointed  as  House  Mother,  in  Ma  Fitton’s 
place.  These  Clubs  sent  two  or  four  Junior  Hostesses  also  a Senior 
Hostess  every  week  night,  on  duty  from  7-11:30.  On  Sundays,  the 
Post,  Legion,  Fisepa,  and  J.W.S.V.  had  hostesses  on  duty  from  9 A.  M. 
to  11:30  P.  M.  working  in  4 hour  shifts.  These  girls  certainly  deserve 
a lot  of  credit  for  their  patience  and  loyalty  and  many  a boy  who 
came  in  discouraged  and  lonely  went  out  feeling  better  for  having 
visited  with  us. 

When  the  Wars  ended  in  May  and  August;  our  visitors  became 
less  as  boys  were  being  sent  home  instead  of  overseas.  Some  45,000 
names  are  in  our  guest  books  from  all  parts  of  the  world,  also  some 
nice  letters  from  boys  who  had  landed  overseas,  telling  us  what  the 
Hut  had  done  for  them. 

On  December  30,  1945  we  closed  the  Hut  with  heavy  hearts.  Our 
job  was  done.  Since,  the  Hut  has  been  moved  from  the  Common,  but 
it  will  always  remain  a wonderful  memory  to  those  of  us  who  put  our 
time  there.

To  His  Honor,  the  Mayor  and  the  Honoraible  Municipal  Council: 
Gentlemen: 

I hereby  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Veterans  Service  Center 
of  the  Veterans  Rehabilitation  and  Reemployment  Committee  for  the 
year  ending  Dec.  31,  1945. 

In  February  of  this  year  the  Service  Center  removed  from  the 
City  Hah  to  the  present  headquarters  in  the  basement  of  the  Bronson 
Building,  No.  1 County  Street  and  thus  give  the  necessary  space  for 
proper  service. 

During  the  year  of  1945  the  Service  Center  rendered  9,445  different 
services.  The  high  point  was  reached  Oct.  31st,  1945  when  118  people 
called  at  the  Service  Center  for  service  or  information. 

In  May  of  this  year  we  were  authorized  to  record  discharges  and 
service  papers  and  from  this  date  to  Dec.  31st,  1945,  1,469  discharges 
were  recorded. 

The  AMERICAN  JEWEL  CORPORATION  generously  presented 
the  Veterans  Service  Center  with  photostatic  equipment  and  all  the 
necessary  supplies.  This  made  it  possible  for  us  to  make  3,692  photo- 
static  copies  of  discharges  and  service  papers  in  the  last  six  months 
of  the  year. 

From  the  time  that  the  Center  was  first  opened  we  have  served 
without  question  the  veterans  in  the  surrounding  towns  because  their 
communities  had  not  organized  to  give  the  returning  veteran  the  nec- 
essary service  and  assistance,  but  in  the  latter  part  of  1945  we  found 
that  the  out-of-city  veteran  asking  for  assistance  and  photostatic 
work,  had  reached  such  a figure  that  it  was  consuming  a considerable 
amount  of  city  funds.  Upon  taking  this  matter  up  with  His  Honor, 
the  Mayor,  and  acting  upon  his  advice,  a fee  of  fifty  cents,  beginning 
Dec.  1st,  was  charged  for  all  out-of-city  photostatic  work.  From  that 
time  to  Jan.  1st,  1946,  forty  copies  were  made  for  the  out-of-city  vet- 
erans for  which  a fee  was  charged  totaling  $20.00. 

The  vital  statistics  in  our  office  are  now  housed  in  sheet-metal 
filing  cabinets  which  does  not  give  'protection  from  fire.  Due  to  the 
value  of  these  records,  both  at  present  and  in  the  future,  proper  fire- 
proof containers  should  be  installed  immediately. 

I cannot  submit  this  report  without  expressing  my  sincere  thanks 
to  the  clerk  of  the  Center,  who,  at  great  personal  sacrifice  and  without 
compensation,  worked  many  hundreds  of  hours  so  that  our  veterans 
might  receive  the  proper  service,  and  also  all  of  the  City,  State  and 
Federal  organizations  who  co-operated  with  us  100  per  cent.

To  His  Honor  the  Mayor  and  the  Honorable  Municipal  Council: 
Gentlemen : 

This  report  as  requested  will  again  be  brief.  Maintenance  has 
been  one  of  ithe  'important  items  done  this  year  although  a consider- 
able amount  of  new  work  has  been  accomplished. 


A very  brief  summary  of  some  of  the  work  accomplished  is  as 
follows : 

52,623  gallons  of  tar  and  3,254  gallons  of  asphalt  placed  on  our 
streets;  over  1,270  ft.  of  drainage  pipe  together  with  necessary  struc- 
tures were  installed;  10,052  sq.  yds.  of  granolithic  walks  and  1,681  sq. 
yds.  of  asphalt  walks  were  placed  by  contractors;  4,361  lin.  ft.  of  new 
granite  curb  was  set;  5,699  lin.  ft.  of  granite  curbing  reset;  also  133 
driveway  corners  set  by  contractors. 

Last  year  we  assumed  was  a peak  year  in  water  consumption  and 
revenue  received  from  same  but  this  year  considerable  more  water  was 
used;  671,297,000  gallons  were  pumped  from  the  West  Street  Station, 
the  daily  average  being  1,839,169  gallons,  an  increase  of  16.7  per  cent. 
321  ft.  of  new  water  pipe  extensions  were  placed  during  the  fiscal  year. 
In  November,  'the  J.  R.  Worcester  & Company  of  Boston,  Mass.,  was 
engaged  to  carry  on  a long  range  water  survey  for  additional  water, 
storage,  and  pumping  equipment. 

Our  force  is  still  very  much  depleted  and  again  I express  my 
thanks  to  the  faithful  group  who  have  stayed  with  us. 

The  statistical  records  follow  without  comment,  hoping  that 
enough  explanation  is  given  to  guide  those  seeking  data  in  the  follow- 
ing years. 

In  conclusion  I wish  to  express  my  full  appreciation  to  his  Honor, 
the  Mayor,  the  members  of  the  Municipal  Council,  Department  Heads, 
and  the  Press.

Dear  Sirs: 

I herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Electrical  Branch  of 
the  Fire  Department  for  the  year  ending  December  3 1st,  1945. 

During  the  past  year  we  (have  experienced  considerable  trouble  on 
our  outside  lines  due  to  many  severe  electrical  storms,  high  winds  and 
snow.  January  1st,  a new  master  fire  alarm  box  No.  82  was  installed  on 
the  Sweet  Manufacturing  Company’s  building  at  Dunham  and  Brook 
Streets.  Boxes  No.  38-75-121  (and  713  were  completely  destroyed  by 
high  voltage  wires  coming  'down  across  our  lines  during  a heavy  snow 
storm  ion  February  8th.  The  gongs  in1  the  engineer’s  home  at  the  pump- 
ing station,  one  in  the  Waiter  Works  barn  On  County  Street  and  one 
in  the  residence  of  the  Attleboro  Gas;  Light  Company’s  trouble  man 
on  Forest  Street  were  burned  out  during  this  storm.  Considerable  dam- 
age was  also  done  at  this  time  to  many  of  our  circuits  and  other  alarm 
instruments. 

On  March  1st,  connections1  were  completed  oin  the  installation  of 
a new  master  fire  alarm  box  No.  522  ait  the  Wolfemden  Dye  House.  On 
March  15th,  this  department  wired  and  installed  at  lighting  system  on 
the  band  stand  located  on  the  Common  in  preparation  for  the  “V” 
Day  celebration.  On  March  20th,  installation  was  completed  of  a new 
master  fire  alarm  box  No.  413  located  at  the  Swank,  Inc.,  plant  on 
Hazel  Street.  A false  alarm  from  box  153  on  March  21st  was  found  to 
have  been  'caused  by  water  in  a conduit  containing  fire  alarm  wires  in 
the  boiler  room  of  the  Lincoln  School.  New  conduit  and  cable  were 
installed  to  correct  the  trouble.  A new  additional  line  was  'extended  on 
April  4th  along  Feck  Street  from.  Bank  to  Walter  Streets,  and  ait  this 
point  a new  fire  alarm  box  No.  326  was  installed.  New  boxes  were  re- 
ceived and  installed  at  the  38-75-713  and  121  locations  on  April  18th. 
Box  No.  154  was  removed  from  the  Plat  School  because  of  'the  abandon- 
ment of  that  property  by  the  School  Department  on  April  23rd. 

On  April  29th,  the  pedestal  supporting  the  cable  terminal  and 
box  No.  9 was  considerably  damaged  by  a truck  backing  into  it.  The 
owner  of  the  truck  was  located  and  he  agreed1  tio  bear  the  cost  of  re- 
placement when  it  will  be  possible  to  obtain  the  necessary  castings'.  A 
new  master  fire  alarm  box  No.  92  was  installed  on  the  building  of  the 
Fester  Metal  Products  Company  at  No.  31  Union  Street  on  May  24th. 
Approximately  500  feet  of  two  conductor  lead-covered  cable  was;  in- 
stalled underground  to  complete  this;  connection.  Lightning,  during  a 
severe  storm  on  May  29th,  made  a direct  hit  on  the  No.  3 circuit, 
completely  burning  out  boxes  No.  152* and  No.  519. 
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To  provide  'ample  conductor  facilities,  a new  six -conductor  lead 
cable  was  installed  in  the  underground  on  Wall  Street  on  June  2nd. 
Lightning  sitruck  our  No.  5 circuit  on  June  26th,  burning  out  thie  un- 
derground cable  extending  into  the  Sturdy  Hospital  also  demolishing 
the  sprinkler  relay  apparatus  connected  to  box  No.  453.  On  July  2nd, 
box  No.  152  was  received  and  placed  in  operation.  Wiring  was  installed 
on  July  3rd  for  a sound  system  ait  Caiprom  Park  for  use  in  the  4ith 
of  July  celebration.  On  July  15th,  it  was  found  necessary  to  install  a 
new  15  conductor  lead-cable  into  the  South  Attleboro  Fire  Station, 
tihe  old  cable  being  completely  worn  out.  The  stop-clock  in  the  Watch 
room  at  thie  Central  Station  was  removed,  overhauled  and  re-installed. 
Lights  ^and  switches  were  installed  in  the  store  room  and  stairway  of 
the  Union  Street  Station. 

A new  main  line  extension  was  completed  on  August  22nd  on 
Richardson  Avenue1  and  «a  new  box  No.  714  installed  approximately 
one  half  mile  in  from  Pleasant  Street.  On  August  28th,  a-  complete 
new  line  on  Thacher  Street  from  South  Avenue  to  West  Street  was 
finished.  After  repairing  the  non-interference  magnets  on  box  No.  521, 
this  box  was  aigain  placed  dm  service.  A new  box  No.  519  was  received 
and  installed  in  its  old  location  on  August  30th.  September  5th,  the 
necessary  cable  and  conduit  were  installed  underground  for  the  pur- 
pose of  illuminating  the  new  Honor  Roll  located  on  the  Common.  The 
old  whistle-blowing  machine  on  the  Central  Station  gave  a lot  of 
trouble  during  the  first  part  of  the  year  and  because  replacement 
parts  could  not  be  obtained,  a new  automatic  electrically  controlled 
Smith  whistle  valve  was  purchased  and  installed.  We  find  that  the  old 
machine  was  over  fifty  years  old  and  has  given  continuous  service.  A 
new  alarm  recording  register  was  installed  September  11th  on  the 
Main  apparatus  floor  of  the  Central  Station  to  take1  the1  place  of  the 
old  indicator  which  is  not  approved  for  the  reception  of  alarms. 

Along  the  lines  of  mutual  aid  to  a neighboring  department,  on 
September  19th,  we  re -constructed  a damaged  fire  alarm  circuit  for 
the  Seekonk  Fine  Department  'in  the  Baker’s  Corner  district,  material 
being  furnished  by  that  department.  Box  No.  53  and  its  supporting 
pedestal1  were  completely  demolished  on  the  morning  of  October  16  th 
by  being  sitruck  by  an  auto  driven  by  a service  man.  The  cables  at  this 
point  were  ripped  out  of  the  ground  we  found  it  necessary  to  splice 
them  in  itlhie  manhole.  At  this  time  a new  2500  Watt  gas- driven  gen- 
erator was  purchased  and  installed  in  our  line  truck.  This  machine 
proved  its  worth  during  the  two  recent  fires  in  the  center  of  the  city 
and  in  locating  trouble  during  storms  at  night.  The1  time  and  date 
stamp  in  the  watch  room  was  taken  out,  overhauled  and  replaced. 
Considerable  damage  was'  done  to  the  No.  6 circuit  by  a heavy  snow 
storm  on  November  30th.  The  Police  Department  spot  light  at  the 
corner  of  Bank  and  Park  Streets  was  serviced  through  the  year  by 
this  department. 

All  boxes  in  itihe  system  were  checked,  cleaned  and  tested  and  when 
other  maintenance  work  did  not  interfere  painting  was  carried  on  as 
far  as  possible.  The  above  is  just  an  outline  of  the  work  done  by  this 
department  and  major  changes  cited. 

Under  ithe  heading  of  recommendations  we  would  suggest  that 
serious  thought  be  given  to  provide  for  the  housing  of  the  fire  alarm 
quarters  in  a separate  and  fire  proof  building  including  switchboards 
of  a proper  size  to  take  care  of  the  future  growth  and  expansion  of 
the  alarm  system.  At  the  present  time  it  is  becoming  difficult  to  assign 
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numbers  to  any  mew  boxes  for  the  reason  that  most  available  three 
figure  numbers  have  been  used.  We  are;  gradually  being  forced  toward 
the  use  of  four  figure  'numbers  which  cannot  be  used  with  the  present 
timing  of  our  present  system.  Our  system,  therefore  should  be  speeded 
up  as  soon  as  possible.  The  system  should  also  be  separated  into  two 
groups  of  fast  and  slow  time  and  alarm  and  box  circuits,  the  latter 
allowing  box  tests  to  be  made  from  the  street  through  the  of  floe  and 
being  recorded  accordingly. 

On  our  budget  sheet  we  have  requested  that-  ten  fire'  alarm  boxes 
be  installed  under  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers'.  As 
the  city  continues  to  expand  boxes  should  be  installed  as  required.  We 
do  not  have  sufficient  boxes  at  the1  present  time  to  properly  cover  the 
area  of  the  city.  We  also  recommend  the  purchase  of  a new  register 
and  installation  of  F.M.  radio  equipment  on  the  Fire  Alarm  vehicles. 

In  conclusion,  we  wish  at  this  time  to  extend  our  thanks  and 
appreciation  to  the  Board  of  Fire  Engineers,  the  officers'  and1  men  of 
the  Fire  and  Police  Departments  and  all  other  Municipal  officials  and 
departments  who  may  have  extended  their  help  in  the  operation  of 
this  branch  during  the  past  year  of  1945.

Gentlemen: 

I herewith  submit  the  annual  report  of  the  Wire  Inspection  for  the 
year  ending  December  31st,  1945. 

Four  hundred  and  forty-eight  permits  have  been  issued  for  new 
and  additional  wiring  and  five  hundred  and  ninety -seven  inspections 
have  been  completed.  Seven  hundred  and  eighty-six  meter  permits 
for  changes  and  one  thousand  and  forty -eight  re -inspections  have 
been  made. 

As  during  1944  the  major  portion  of  new  wiring  installed  during 
the  past  year  has  been  confined  to  plants  and  factories  and  very  little 
work  done  in  residences  due  to  the  lack  of  materials  for  this  purpose. 

This  department,  at  this  time,  would  like  to  call  the  attention  of 
the  citizens  and  property  owners  of  the  City  of  Attleboro  to  the'  fol- 
lowing: . i ' i ; j 
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“Under  State  Law  amid  City  Ordinance,  mo  person  isi  allowed  to 
perform  any  electrical  construction  work,  whether  original  work  or 
alterations,  without  first  obtaining  from  the1  electrical  inspector  a 
written  permit  to  do  such  work  and  he  must  be  licensed  by  the  State 
Board  of  Examiners  of  Electricians”.  The1  use  of  extemtiom  cords  and 
un- approved  electrical  devices  should  not  be  resorted  to  by  anyone 
under  no  circumstances.  Any  one  doing  so  immediately  exposes  hds 
property  and  life  to  all  types  of  hazardous  conditions.  When  additional 
wiring  is  needed  a reliable  licensed  electrician  should  be  called  in  at 
once. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  'to  extend  my  sincere  thanks  and  appreciation 
to  his  Honor,  the  Mayor,  the  Municipal  Council,  members'  of  the  police 
and  Fire  Departments  and  all  who  in  any  manner  contributed  their 
assistance  toward  (the  operation  of  this  department  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1945.

I,  herewith,  submit  my  21st  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Parks  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1945. 

The  shortage  of  labor  and  material  during  the  past  year  made  it 
difficult  to  do  things  as  they  should  have  been  done.  However,  visitors 
to  the  park,  both  from  Attleboro  and  other  cities,  have  remarked  that 
Capron  Park  looked  cleaner  and  better  kept  than  other  parks  in  this 
section.  If  this  is  so,  the  credit  must  go  to  the  faithful  men  of  the 
department. 
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The  swimming  pool  and  playground  had  an  increase  in  attend- 
ance, mostly  smaller  children,  over  last  year.  The1  older  children  evi- 
dently find  the  deeper  pool  at  Briggs  Playground  more  to  their  liking 
and  justly  so. 

The  six  band  concerts  during  the  year  had  a fine  atteendance  and 
were  very  much  appreciated  by  citizens  and  visitors  alike.  I would 
recommend1  six  concerts  for  1946. 

My  estimated  cost  of  projects  for  park  improvements,  as  turned 
over  to  the  Post  War  Committee,  needs  at  least  a 25  per  cent  increase 
in  budget  estimate  if  they  are  to  be  acted*  upon  at  present  price  levels. 
This  is  due  to  the  increased  cost  of  material  and  labor. 

I wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  His  Honor,  the  Mayor,  and  to  the 
Park  Commissioners  for  their  help  and  cooperation  at  all  times;  to  the 
Chief  of  Police  and  Officers  for  service  extended  to  the  park  depart- 
ment when  needed;  also  the  Fire  Department  for  their  help  in  pump- 
ing water  from  the  pond  making  it  possible  for  us  to  clean  out  the 
swimming  pool.
